626  acres. 

The  population  at  the  last  Census  in  1921  was  4356.  The 
estimated  population  on  which  the  statistics  are  based  is  4295. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  1235. 

The  rateable  value  is  estimated  at  £29,682. 

The  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £113.

The  Death  Rate  still  shows  a marked  decline  on  the  previous 
year  and  is  below  that  of  the  country  generally,  and  is  in  fact  the 
lowest  death  rate  recorded  for  9 years. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  2 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  recorded,  giving 
a death  rate  of  37. 7 per  1,000  births  as  against  21.27  per  1,000  in 
1924,  and  G2.5  per  1,000  births  in  1923.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  in  1925  was  75,  The  deaths  were  due  to  Pneumonia  (Lobar) 
and  Congenital  Lues. 

All  births  are  notified  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and 

visiting  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Visitors.  There  is  no  Clinic 

in  Greetland  at  present,  but  the  County  Council  have  a scheme  on 
hand  and  accommodation  is  to  be  provided  at  Clay  ho  use  for  the 
purpose. 

It  is  very  rare  to  meet  with  any  cases  of  wilful  neglect  of 
the  newly-born  in  this  district.  Of  the  births  registered  number- 
ing 53,  the  District  Nurse  attended  50.

Patients  are  advised  as  to  precautions  to  be  taken.  Sputum 
flasks  and  disinfection  are  provided  when  required. 

More  accommodation  is  needed  for  the  satisfactory  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis  Patients.  It  is  not  always  possible  for  them  to 
obtain  satisfactory  .conditions  at  home  owing  to  the  nature  of  the 
houses,  or  the  number  of  rooms  available  in  the  house. 


SMALL  POX. 

Ao  cases  were  notified.  Efficient  accommodation  is  at  hand  if 
required. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Halifax  Borough,  and  is 
of  good  quality  and  has  not  had  to  be  curtailed. 

HOUSING.  ^ 

It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  report  a little  advance  in  the  housing- 
conditions.  - 

Six  new  houses  have  been  erected  by  private  enterprise. 

'No  houses  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  habitation. 

There*  is  still  some  overcrowding  in  the  area,  with  which  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  deal  yet.  It  is  hoped  that  as  the  housing 
situation  eases,  more  activity  will  be  able  to  be  shown  in  this 
diiection.- 

We  have  in  the  district  about  50  one-roomed  dwellings,  '-.  Some 


are  occupied  by  families  of  3 and  4 people.  Some  of  these 
dwellings,  by  reason  of  their  open  situation,  are  quite  suitable 
for  old  people  to  reside  in,  but  none  of  them  are  suitable  for  the 
occupation  of  families,  and  children  living  in  these  conditions 
cannot  be  getting  enough  fresh  air.  Up  to  the  present  it  has 
been  practically  impossible  for  these  families  to  obtain  dwellings 
elsewhere. 


FOOD. 

All  shops  and  places  where  food  is  exposed  for  sale  appear  to  be 
clean  and  tidy.  There  is  no  wholesale  distribution  of  food  from 
Greetland. 

MEAT. 

There  are  4 Slaughterhouses  licensed.  All  are  inspected  peri- 
odically by  the  Inspector,  and  are  satisfactory. 

MILK. 

There  are  10  Cowsheds  in  the  area.  Most  of  the  milk  obtained 
is  consumed  locally. 

There  is  no-  alteration  in  the  conditions  of  the  Cowsheds  to  report. 

Their  condition  is  up  to  the  average  in  regard  to  size,  ventilation, 
cleanliness  and  attention. 

There  is  no  grading  of  Milk  in  the  area. 

Still  more  attention  might  be  given  to  the  modern  ideas  of  wash- 
ing facilities  for  attendants,  and  more  preparation  of  the  cows 
before  milking. 

OTHER  FOODS. 

Xo  illness  of  a serious  nature  from  food  has  been  reported. 

SMOKE  NUISANCES. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Inspector’s  Report,  a number  of  smoke 
observations  have  been  taken,  and  warnings  given  where 
necessary. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Sanitary  work  of  the  District  is  carried  on  satisfactorily. 
Drainage  and  Sewerage  are  satisfactory  and  efficient.  The 
number  of  Tub  Closets  has  been  reduced  to  238  as  compared  with 
T26  Water  Closets.  I should  like  to  see  all  Middens  done  awav

with  and  Ash  Bins  substituted. 


SCHOOLS. 
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There  are  three  Schools  in  the  District,  Greetland  Council  School, 
where  there  are  245  Scholars  on  the  register,  West  Yale  Coun- 
cil School,  where  there  are  809  Scholars  on  the  Register,  and 
the  Catholic  School,  having  88  Scholars  on  the  Register. 

The  condition  of  the  Schools  is  satisfactory. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  Greetland  School  for  three 
weeks  in  February  on  account  of  measles. 

THE  DISTRICT  NURSING  ASSOCIATION. 

The  District  Nursing  Association  continues  to  carry  on  a very 
useful  work,  and  is  much  appreciated  by  Patients  and  the 
Profession  alike. 

During  the  year  ending  December  81st,  1925,  5,802  visits  have 
been  paid  to  patients,  and  50  Midwifery  cases  have  been  attended. 
There  are  no  other  Certified  Midwives  employed  by  any  other 
Public  Authority. 

There  is  very  little  Venereal  Disease  in  the  District. 

Surgical  cases,  Accidents,  etc.,  are  treated  mostly  at  the  Halifax 
Roval  Infirmary,  where  there  is  also  a Venereal  Clinic. 

GENERAL. 

The  district  was  recently  visited  by  a Medical  Inspector  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  It  will  interest  you  to  learn  that  he  con- 
sidered this  one  of  the  best  managed  districts  he  had  visited 
throughout  the  country  for  some  time,  a state  of  affairs  which 
reflects  much  credit  on  the  Health  Committee,  the  Inspector  and 
the  staff.  There  were,  however,  ideals  towards  which  we  might 
aim,  viz.:  — 

(a)  The  replacement  of  all  closets  by  the  water  carriage  system. 

(b)  The  gradual  abolition  of  back-to-back  houses. 

(c)  Greater  care  in  the  handling  of  milk.
